Scriptures In Bus Stations 


In California, the American Bible So- 
ciety has established Scripture outlets 
through the depots of the Greyhound 
Bus Lines. Plastic containers holding 
about a hundred Gospel portions are 
used. More than 12,000 Gospels were 
distributed in 53 centers last year. 


Gospel In New Dialect 


The American Bible Society’s latest 
publication is a diglot Gospel of Mark 
in Zapotec del Istmo, an Indian dialect 
spoken in Mexico, with the Valera Span- 
ish running down the inside of the page. 
This came from the press in April and 
is the first book of the Bible in this dia- 
lect of Zapotec. Velma Pickett and Mar- 
jorie McMillan Nyman of the Wycliffe 
Bible Translators struggled with the 
complexities of the language and _ its 
tones and the form in which it should 
be written. Native Christian informants 
also worked with the material and 
checked carefully to make every sen- 
tence true to the native language as 
well as true to the Word. 

One thousand copies of this Gospel 
are now ready for these Indian readers, 
many of whom are literate. The Zapo- 
tecs are colorful and rather well known 
for their headdresses, traditionally cop- 
ied from a baby’s bonnet which was 
rescued from a ship that went down off 
their coast many years ago. 

Distribution In Israel 

Nearly 10,000 Scriptures in 25 differ- 
ent languages were distributed by the 
American Bible Society in Israel, from 
the Bible House in Jerusalem during 


1951.

Record Scripture Distribution In 1951 


A record distribution of the Scriptures 
for 1951 was reported by the American 
Bible Society at its 186th annual meet- 
ing, held on May & at the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in New York City. 


The Society distributed 16,001,945 
copies at home and abroad, which ex- 
ceeded by 26 per cent the total of anv 
year in the Society’s history. This work 
was done in 147 languages. The Scrip- 
tures were circulated in the United 
States in 88 languages and its foreign 
agencies in 112. 

A record distribution of 35,940 em- 
bossed volumes and Talking Book Rec- 
ords for the blind was also reported. 


The Society assisted the Japan Bible 
Society ‘to reach a total of 8,357,811 vol- 
umes of Scriptures that have been dis- 
tributed in the past three years. The 
Bible Society of Brazil, through the help 
of the American Bible Society, reached 
the largest circulation of Scriptures in 
the country’s history, 1,510,712, the dis- 
tribution of 168,670 whole Bibles being 
almost three times the average of re- 
cent years. 


The Armed Forces received 941,24] 
Scripture volumes, bringing the number 
supplied by the Bible Society since 1940 
to over 10,000,000. 


The door is closed on the Society’s 
work in China. From Hongkong, Scrip- 
tures in Chinese are going from that 
point to Formosa and to meet the needs 
of Chinese-speaking people not only in 
Southeast Asia but Europe, Africa and 
elsewhere. Almost 10,000 Chinese vol- 
umes were sent to the United States

The lost condition of men and wom- 
en in our own land and in those contin- 
ents beyond the seas should constantly 


, stir us to action. We would be foolish 


indeed in this unparalleled age of speed 
if we were not to utilize to the fullest 
extent every means of transportation 
available to carry the gospel to the ends 
of the earth. And what a blessing new 
and improved methods of communica- 


tion have been to missionaries every- 


where in their efforts to evangelize the 
world. The radio, better printing presses, 
and public address systems have all add- 
ed to the possibility of evangelizing the 


~ world in our generation. 


In addition to these considerations, 
time is also a vital factor in our mission- 
ary endeavor. Hordes of fanatical Com- 
munists, who are actually emissaries ot 
Satan, have already swept down over 
vast areas of Asia and Europe. Free peo- 
ples have been conquered and brought 
under their ruthless rule. Doors which 


until recently have been wide open to 


heralds of the Cross have been rudely 
slammed shut and No Tresspassing signs 
have been erected. In many other sec- 
tions of the world, especially Africa, In- 
dia, and certain parts of Latin America, 
thousands of Red agents have infiltrated 
country after country and are at this very 
moment carrying on with the utmost 
zeal their nefarious work of undermin- 
ing democratic governments.

However, in spite 
of the extreme urgency of the work that 
confronts us, there is one thing that we 
mus? never forget: our task is far differ- 
ent from any other task in the world. 
{nitiative, enthusiasm, natural ability, 
supersalesmanship, zealous activity may 
and probably will suffice in many other 
given fields, but we are engaged in a 
york that calls for additional equip- 
ment—an equipment beyond any natural 
gift or help we can acquire in the purely 
natural realm. 

Perhaps one of the main reasons for 
failure in the past on the part of some 
missions and missionaries in their work 
on the field (and this holds true equally 
as well in Christian work in the home- 
land) has been their failure to realize 
that the commission to go and preach 
can never be successfully fulfilled apart 
irom that special enduement of power 
which comes with the baptism in the 
Holy Ghost. 

Jesus did commission His disciples to 
go into all the world with the gospel 
inessage. He bade them go because He 
had committed unto them the only mess- 
age of life. But what many who have 
named Christ's name have forgotten is 
that He gave those same disciples an 
additional commandment. He “com- 
manded them that they should not de- 
part from jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which, saith he, 
ye have heard of me.” Acts 1:4. In the 
eighth verse of the same chapter, He 
elaborates on this command when He 
adds, “But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and (after that has happened) ye shall 
be witnesses unto me.” 

They were commissioned to be wit- 
nesses and they were commanded to go, 
put they would be no more fitted for 
their task without that enduement of 
power from on high than would a 
lawyer be without the special qualifica- 
tons and training that make him a law- 
yer, or a physician without the knowl- 
edge and skill derived from the study 
and preparation which equip him for 
his duties. 

Preparation precedes the task! And in 
God's work no amount of natural prep- 


aration or equipment, as good and as 
essential as it might be, can ever. take 
the place of that mighty enduement of 
power to witness orally and with our 
lives. The Holy Spirit puts the keen edge 
on the testimony or the message so that 
it pierces the hardened hearts of unbe- 
lievers. He infuses the spoken or the 
preached word with a fire and a glow 
that strangely warms the hearts of hear- 
ers. He saturates the testimony of the 
witness with such conviction that sinful 
hearts, whether American, African, or 
Indian must declare, “Truly this is the 
Christ of whom the witness speaks, and 
we indeed are sinful men.” 

The commission then (which actually 
vitally affects all of us, since we are all 
called to be witnesses of the Lamb, 
whether at home or abroad ) is embodied 
in a twin commandment. GO and 
TARRY. But the tarrying or waiting with 
its full implications of seeking God and 
being filled with His presence must al- 
ways precede the going. Our going and 
our preaching cannot be effective or 
bring the results God desires unless we 
first have been saturated with His pres- 
ence. And might I add that this holds 
true just as much in our daily life and 
ministry as it does in the larger, broader 
sphere of our over-all work for the Lord. 
Each new day brings its own special 
burdens, problems and_ opportunities, 
and we should never try to meet them 
until we have received fresh spiritual 
manna and new anointing oil for our 
souls. 

The world needs us and the message 
our Lord Jesus Christ has given us, but 
first let's STOP—wait much in His pres- 
ence—then let’s GO! If we follow His 
divine procedure, many poor needy souls 
will bless the day we came their way.

there cau be vo salvation without it, for 
it is by faith that we are justified, and by 
faith that we wage a good warfare, and 
by faith that we shall be translated when 
Jesus comes, for that is the way Enoch 
was translated (Heb. 11:5), we are ail 
aware, and hardly needs to be restated. 
Bul the question | desire to discuss in 
this article is, Whose faith? 

Turning to Eph. 2:8 we read, “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God.” What, it may be asked, is not of 
ourselves: the grace by which we are 
saved or the faith that is the channel 
through which the grace operates? Evi- 
dently it is the faith that is not of our- 
selves, but is the gift of God. The faith, 
then, by which we are saved is not our 
faith. This does not mean that we do not 
have to believe in order to be saved, but 
it does mean that it is not our faith by 
means of which we are saved, but that 
it is the faith that has come from God. 
From other portions of the Word we 
learn that the faith that God gives is 
ihe faith of Jesus Christ. Our faith is in- 
adequate; we must have His faith, and 
His is always adequate, for His faith is 
perfect faith. 

We have frequently read of how Jesus 
saw a fig tree, and of how being hungry, 
IIe came to it “if haply He might find 
anything thereon: and when He came to 
it, He found nothing but leaves; for the 
time of figs was not yet,” and of how 
Jesus said, “No man eat fruit of thee 
hereafter forever” (Mark 11:13, 14). We 
read, “And His disciples heard it. . . 
And in the morning, as they passed by, 
they saw the fig tree dried up from the 
roots. And Peter calling to remembrance 
saith unto Him, Master, behold, the fig 
tree which thou cursedst is withered 
away. And Jesus answering saith unto 
them, Have faith in God” (Mark 11:14- 
22). Those who have consulted the mar- 
ginal reading know that what Jesus ac- 
tually said was, “Have the faith of God.” 
God at that time was being manifested 
in the flesh; He was in Jesus Christ for 
the purpose of reconciling the world 
unto Ilimself. The works that were 
wrought through Jesus Christ when He 
was here in the flesh were the works of 
God. See John 9:4. This, then, was the 
substance of what our Lord said, “Have 
My faith. Yours is inadequate, but Mine 
is always adequate. Yours is imperfect, 
but Mine is perfect, and always pre- 
vails.” 

Turning to Gal. 2:15, 16, we read, 
“We who are Jews by nature, and not 
sinners of the Gentiles, knowing that a 
man is not justified by the works of the 
law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have believed in Jesus Christ, 
that we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the law: 
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The Faith of Jesus Christ

for by the works of the law shall no flesh 
be justified.” Dropping down to the 20th 
verse, we read, “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the faith 


of the Son of God, who loved me and 
cave Himself for me.” It seems that what 
Paul taught — and let us not forget 
that what Paul taught was the truth 
which He had learned from the Lord 
Himself—was that the faith of the be- 
liever is but the connecting link by means 
of which he is connected with the faith 
of Jesus Christ, and that it is the faith 
of Christ, not the believer's faith, through 
which the desired results are achieved. 


This is the teaching, too, of Phil. 3:5 
where Paul expresses, not only a desire 
but a determination, to “be found in 
Him, not having mine own righteous- 
ness, which is of the law, but that which 
is through the faith of Christ, the right- 
eousness which is of God by faith.” 

In Heb. 11:30 we read, “By faith the 
walls of Jericho fell down, after they 
were compassed about seven days.” 
Whose faith? Was it the faith of Joshua 
and the children of Israel? Undoubtedly 
Joshua and the Isralites believed what 
they had been told; otherwise they 
would not have done what they did. But, 
in the final analysis, it was by means of 
the faith of Christ that the walls were 
brought down and Jericho taken. 


The interesting account of the con- 
quest of Jericho is found in Joshua, the 
sixth chapter. But what is frequently 
overlooked is what we read in the con- 
cluding verses of the preceding chapter. 
There we are told that while Joshua 
was by Jericho, evidently debating in 
his own mind as to the best method of 
attacking the city, for Joshua was a gen- 
eral who had engaged in warfare and 
achieved victories prior to this time, he 
saw a man with a drawn sword in his 
hand. Not knowing the identity of the 
man he saw, he went to him, and said, 
‘Art thou for us, or for our adversaries?” 
The man replied, “Nay, but as Captain 
of the host of Jehovah am I now come.” 
Joshua, we are told, fell upon his face, 
and worshiped, and said, “What saith 
my lord unto his servant?” Joshua was 
told to take his shoe from off his foot, 
for the place whereon he was standing 
was holy. And Joshua did so. 


Who was He who appeared as a man 
with a drawn sword? Was He the arch- 
angel Michael, or the angel Gabriel? He 
was neither, but was undoubtedly “the 
angel of Jehovah” whom we are justified 
in identifying as the pre-incarnate Christ. 
In the days prior to the incarnation 


Christ was known as the Word of Je- 
hovah, for it was through Him that Je- 
hovah communicated with His prophets 
who, in turn, delivered the messages to 
the people. So in John 1:1 we read, “In 
the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was 
God,’—setting forth the fact that He was 
One of the Three Persons of the God- 


head. Dropping down to verse 14 we — 


read, “And the Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, (and we beheld His 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten 
of the Father,) full of grace and truth.” 

It was the pre-incarnate Christ, then, 
that came to Joshua in the guise of the 
man with the drawn sword in his hand, 
and it was He who gave the instructions 
to Joshua as to how the city of Jericho 
was to be taken. Mark what He said, 
“See, I have given into thine hand Jeri- 
cho, and the king thereof, and the mighty 
men of valour.” The city was given, but 
after it had been given it had to be taken. 
“A man can receive nothing,” literally, 
take nothing “except it be given him 
jrom heaven.” But if given it can be 
taken. And Joshua was told how the city 
was to be taken. The people were to 
march in a prescribed order around the 
city once each day for six days, and the 
seventh day they were to march around 
it seven times, and then they were to 
shout with a great shout, and they were 
assured that “the wall of the city shall 
fall down flat, and the people shall 
ascend up every man straight before 
him.” These instructions were followed 
and the result was exactly what the pre- 
incarnate Christ had said it would be. 
The city was taken in such a manner as 
no other city in all the history of warfare 
has ever been taken. They had acted ac- 
cording to the instructions of Him whose 
faith they had laid hold of, for faith and 
obedience are twins. We cannot expect 
results unless indeed our faith is coupled 
with obedience, for despite all that has 
been said against the teaching of James 
it is still true that “faith without works 
is dead.” 

God does not intend to give His glory 
to another. If salvation were by our faith 
it could at least be said that we deserve 
credit for believing, but it is not by our 
faith: it is by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
who came into the world at the behest 
of the Father, and gave Himself for our 
sins that He might deliver us from this 


present evil age according to the will of — 


God and our Father. Gal. 1:4. All that 
we have done, or can do, is to believe 
the record that God has given us of His 
Son, and what the Son has said concern- 
ing Himself and the sacrifice that He 
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made on our behalf, and believing these 


things, we become linked to the faith of 
Jesus Christ just as a drowning man be- 
comes linked to the ship that has come 
to rescue him by laying hold of the rope 
that is thrown to him. It is not the rope 
that saves him, although the rope is 
needed, and it is not laying hold of the 
rope that draws him out of the water 
into the vessel and to safety, although 
that too is essential; it is rather the ves- 
sel that has come to rescue him and the 


strength of the men who pull him to 


safety. This is a very inadequate illus- 
tration, as are all our attempts to illus- 
trate what God has done, or is doing, 
for us. 

What I am trying to impress upon the 
minds of my readers is a truth that God 
has recently made very precious to my 
own heart, namely, that the faith by 
which we are saved, and by which we 
overcome the world, the flesh and the 
devil, and finally enter safely into that 
eternal harbor into which may God grant 
we shall all be privileged to enter some 


day, is not our faith, but the faith of 


Jesus Christ.

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John Fletcher, Man of God 


John Wesley considered John Fletcher 
the most unblameable man he had found 
in his lifetime. 

Accounts of Fletcher’s conversion to 
Christ are gleaned from his letters and 
diary. Through a vivid dream concern- 
ing the final judgment, Fletcher was first 
aroused to see the condition of his heart. 


For some days after having this dream 
he was so harassed in his mind he could 
not apply himself to the things of this 
life. About this time he was told about 
the “Methodists,” a people who did 
“nothing but pray” and that they were 
“praying all day and all night.” 

Fletcher set out to find the Metho- 
dists. After hearing them he became con- 
vinced that some inward change was 
necessary to make him happy. 


God opened his eyes to his sinfulness. 
Still he went on sinning and repenting, 
and sinning and repenting again, calling 
upon God's mercy through Christ. 

“I began to write a confession of my 
sins, misery, helplessness, together with 
a resolution to seek Christ, even unto 
death.” Thus he began to fast and pray, 
but as he sought the Lord he was sorely 
tempted and almost gave up in despair. 
However, Fletcher persevered and in a 
night of prayer opened his Bible to these 
words, “Cast thy burden on the Lord, 
and He shall sustain thee. He will not 
suffer the righteous to be moved.” Filled 
with joy he fell on his knees and asked 
the Lord that he might always cast his 
burden on him. 

Taking his Bible again, his eyes fell 
on these words, “I will be with thee: 
jear not, neither be dismayed.” These 
promises greatly increased his hope. Be- 
tore the morning dawned after that night 
of seeking God, his eyes were again 
drawn to still another promise in the 
Word, “Whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, I will do it.” Thereupon he asked 
for perseverance and grace to serve God 
ull death. 

His widow after his death wrote, “I 
have heard him speak concerning this 
time. He still pleaded with the Lord to 
take fuller possession of his heart and to 
give a fuller manifestation of His love.” 
Thus his soul was freed. He began to 
breathe the air of heaven. Sin was be- 
neath his feet. From that time on he 
walked in the paths of God, making it a 
rule of his life to sit up two whole nights 
a week for reading the Bible, prayer and 
meditation. 

Fletcher taught that the day of Pente- 
cost was the opening of the dispensation 
of the Spirit and he insisted that believ- 
ers now are called upon to prove the same 
baptismal fire. He also taught that the 
latter day glory should far exceed the 


first effusion of the Spirit. “Seeing that 
they on the day of Pentecost bare wit- 
ness to the grace of our Lord, so shall 
we, and like them spread the flame of 
love.” 

It is recorded at one time in the midst 
of singing a hymn he stopped and cried, 
“O to be filled with the Holy Ghost! I 
want to be filled! O, my friends, let us 
wrestle for a more abundant outpour- 
ing of the Holy Spirit! . . . Jesus is my 
Prophet, Priest and King — my indwell- 
ing Holiness — my all in all. I wait for 
the fullfillment of our Lord’s prayer, 
‘That all mav be one, as Thou, Father ax* 
in me, and I in Thee, that they may be 
one, even as we are one. O for that bap- 
tismal flame! O for the fulness of the dis- 
pensation of the Holy Ghost! Pray for 
this. Pray for the gift of utterance to 
confess your royal Master. A man with- 
out gifts is like a king in disguise. He 
appears as a subject only. You are kings 
and priests unto God! Put on, therefore 
your robes, and wear on your garter, 
Holiness to the Lord! 

“Come! Jesus is offered to thee as a 
perfect Saviour. Take Him, and He will 
make thee a perfect saint. O ye half- 
believer, which of these will you hide 
in your bosom? Shall it be anger, pride, 
self-will, or accursed unbelief? O be no 
longer befooled! Bring these enemies to 
thy Lord, and let Him slay them.” 

Fletcher was famous for his gentleness. 
Yet he was so passionate by nature that 
he often pleaded and prayed the whole 
night to get victory over his temper and 
sometimes lay prone upon the floor in an 
agony of grief as he pleaded with God 
for victory. Wesley writes of him, “For 
twenty years and upwards before his 
death, no one ever saw him out of tem- 
per or heard him utter a rash expression 
on any provocation whatever.” 

Commenting on the Lord’s promise in 
Joel to pour out His Spirit upon all flesh, 
John Fletcher said: “A blessed promise 
this, of which our Lord gave in earnest 
on the day of Pentecost, when He sent 
a glorious shower on His little vineyard, 
a pledge of the mighty rivers of right- 
eousness which will by and by cover the 
earth as the waters cover the sea.”

West Africa The Rhodes 

(Brother and Sister Harold Rhodes 
are working in Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
a West African country.) 

After the first of the year Brother 
Rhodes and Daniel, the Limba pastor, 
started meetings among the Limbas in 
another section of the city. The response 
is most encouraging. The attendance 
runs around 50, mostly adults who give 
good attention to the preaching of the 
Word. We are greatly handicapped in 
our work with the Limbas due to lack 
of a building. Unless a building is se- 
cured the work will be curtailed in the 
rainy season. With a building we could 
have women’s meetings and a Sunday 
school. We now have a company of 
those who have professed salvation and 
who are attending classes to prepare for 
water baptism. 

In January of 1951 the Themne church 
voted to assume full responsibilities for 
their finances. Some feared to try, but 
they finally agreed. During the year 
they took in a little over $200. Their ex- 
penses were about 35 cents over the in- 
come. They are so encouraged they de- 
cided to give the pastor a much needed 
increase and to redecorate the inside of 
the church. To us this shows progress. 

A few nights ago there was an eclipse 
of the moon. While it lasted it seemed 
as if the town had gone mad. Everyone 
was beating a drum or a bucket. They 
believe the shadow is some animal that 
will destroy the moon, and they think 
their racket will frighten it. 


Central America The Lindvalls 


(Brother and Sister Arthur Lindvall 
are on furlough at the present with plans 
for returning to El Salvador by the end 
of the year.) 

Word is received of a recent visit to a 
church in the eastern section of the coun- 
try where our work is just in its pioneer 
stages. In this church, at San Jorge, 16 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
in one evening, and people are being 
saved in almost every service. Several 
of the new preaching places opened in 
this section since the close of the Bible 
school in December are doing well, and 
there are good prospects for future 
growth. 

Our Assemblies of God work as a 
whole in E] Salvador is showing a steady 
increase from year to year. At the an- 
nual conference this year, there were 72 
churches represented, seven more than 
at the last conference. At the present 
time there are over 3,800 members in 
these churches, making the Assemblies 
of God the largest Protestant group in 
the country. But compared to the 1,850,- 
000 people living in that country, El Sal- 
vador is far from being evangelized. 

For two and a half years the gospel

has been preached over one of the radio 
stations in Santa Ana, in the western end 
of El Salvador. Just recently arrange- 
ments have been made to have a half 
hour program over a station in San Mig- 
uel which will reach the eastern part of 
the country. About the only way of 
reaching into the homes of the better 
class of people with the gospel is by 
means of the radio; so it is.a very im- 
portant phase of the work. The half-hour 
broadcasts over this new station will 
cost only five dollars each. Perhaps a 
Sunday school class or a WMC group 
would like to sponsor one of those pro- 
erams each month. Offerings sent to the 
Missions Department in Springfield for 
this purpose should be designated Ra- 
dio in El Salvador. 


Philippines Clyde Shields 

(Brother and Sister Shields are in San- 
ta Maria, Ilocos Sur.) 

Sister Shields took care of the babies 
and carried on the many regular services 
while I was away on a trip to the moun- 
tains. It had to be taken on foot. One 
day I walked more than 20 miles, and 
on the last day almost as much again. It 
was a struggle up those hot, sandy, stony 
river beds and steep mountain trails. It 
took from early morning to late after- 
noon to reach the first church. 

It seemed the trails always led us up- 
ward. The sun was so hot that it seemed 
I was near having heat stroke. We 
crossed rivers many times, and once we 
came to a great waterfall, where we 
stopped for lunch and for rest. Through 
the centuries the falls had hallowed out 
a great natural swimming pool, deep 
clear water with smooth rock bottom 
and sides. The falls had carved a shelf 
in the great boulder over which they 
tumbled into the pool. I crawled out on 
that shelf and let the falls flow over my 
sick head. The cold water was such a 
relief. We couldn't stay long, as there 
was a service to prepare for that very 
night. 

We reached the location at sunset and

were just too weary to care for food. 
They prepared for us anyhow. I did en- 
joy the broth off the boiled chicken and 
green melon and took the hard boiled 
egg which had been fixed for me. It had 
a chicken inside; so I passed it on to 
someone else. Chicken and duck eggs 
that are almost ready to hatch are a 
delicacy here. They are dropped in boil- 
ing water for a while and then eaten with 
genuine relish. I've never been hungry 
enough to eat one.

night, many people and a good altar 
call. I surely didn’t feel like preaching — 
or playing the accordion, but to see so 
many come to the altar made every ef- 
fort well rewarded. 

Early next morning we pressed on into 
higher mountain ranges for more meet- 
ings. Many, especially the children, were 
afraid of my white face, as it was the 
first they had ever seen. The people live _ 
just as their ancestors lived. Many had _ 
never seen cars, radios, highways, cities, 
or had eaten bread, ice cream, store 
candy, and so on. The accordion was the 
last word in magic to them. We had a 
precious ministry among them. 


Africa The Griffins 


(Brother and Sister Herbert Griffin 
are stationed in Andudu, Belgian Congo. 
Sister Griffin, a member of our District — 
for years before marrying and going to 
the mission field, wrote to the office.) 

During the past few weeks we have 
noticed that there is a much greater in- 
terest toward the gospel message by the 
people of the villages of our surround- 
ing territory. The missionaries of our 
other stations tell us that they have no- 
ticed the same in their areas. Just to 
give you some idea of the supersitions 
and darkness of this land, I relate the 
following incidents. 

There was a woman in our leper col- 
ony here who had been very sick for a 
number of weeks. Last week, while my 
husband was away, some of her relatives 
came and said that she had died in the 
night. They had started digging her 
grave, and one of them had gone to the 
little native town near by to buy a cloth 
in which to bury her. In the meantime, 
Mrs. Lindholm, who is in charge of the 
leper work, went to this woman’s house 
to pray with her relatives. While stand- 
ing outside the house she heard the 
woman breathing. Horrified, she said to 
the relatives, “Why, this woman isn’t 
dead yet; she is still breathing.” The 
relatives replied, “Oh, but that is the 
death rattle in her throat, she is just as 
good as dead.” By that time they had the 
grave dug and were just waiting for the 
man to bring the cloth and then were 
going to bury her even though she 
wasn't really dead yet. This woman had 
recently accepted the Lord as her Sav- 
iour; so we were thankful that she was

Christ’s Aml 


Judge Not 


In most of our C, A. groups over the 
country, from time to time there are al- 
most bitter remarks made about the sub- 
ject of judging. Nearly always they are 
made by one who has felt himself the 
undeserving recipient of unfair judg- 
ment. If you have ever been in this posi- 
tion you will readily agree that we should 
pay more attention to the Scripture in- 
junction. But aside from the desire not 
to be hurt, or to hurt others, what are 
some other reasons that we should be 
alert to make “judge not” one of the card- 
inal precepts of our lives? 

First and foremost, it is a command of 
the Lord Himself. We are told positively, 
with no uncertainty, “Judge not.” H 
Scripture presented no other reason, the 
fact that Jesus considered it an important 
enough issue to command against it 
should be enough for the child of God. 
Sometimes, because we talk of the love 
of God and because we know that we 
are living under His grace instead of 
walking under the old law, C. A.’s are 
inclined to forget that there are some 
commandments for us to follow. But 
Jesus has left commandments for us to 
_obey. And “judge not” is one of them. 

But in addition to the fact.that we 
have the command from the Lord, there 
are other reasons. Immediately follow- 
ing the initial command against judging, 
Jesus gives us one reason. It reminds us 
that “chickens come home to roost.” It’s 
another way of stating that we will reap 
what we sow. There have been many oc- 
casions where people have criticized— 
which is usually the form taken by jud- 
ging—and formed definite opinions and 
expressed them, only to have those things 
come into their own lives in later years. 

Perhaps you can recall some instance 
you may have had occasion to observe. 
Some young mother harshly judges the 
actions of some other person’s son, only 
to have her own grow up far worse than 
the boy she criticized. Or you may have 
heard some one speak maliciously of one 
who failed in some of life’s trials, and 
later in life that “judge” was brought 
up against something that he felt was 
too big for him and failed far more mis- 
erably than the one he maligned. Not 
only do these things come back to us 
in this life, but as Christians we will 
face them at the judgment seat of Christ. 

Another reason Jesus gives for His 
command against judging presents a con- 
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dition that is all too true to the lives of 


most of those who pass judgment on 
their fellow men. That is the fact that 
in most cases, the one who criticizes has 
something far worse in his own life. 
Sometimes the “beam” in his own eye 
doesn't show, and in order to keep it 
hidden he will be all the more vehement 
in his denunciation of the one he is ac- 
cusing or judging. 

It is evident, from the attitude exhibit- 
ed by Jesus at other times, that He wants 
us to make sure our own lives are what 
they should be before we dictate to 
others what they shall do or not do. 


So frequently we justify ourselves in 
our judgment of others by — saying, 
“Scripture says, Ye shall know them by 
their fruits” ” A careful reading of that 
portion of the seventh chapter of Mat- 
thew will reveal that Jesus was not 
speaking of your fellow Christians. He 
was speaking of false prophets. Most of 
the judging we do is concerning one an- 
other—and that is wrong. 

The Apostle Paul seemed to feel keen- 
ly about this matter also. He as much 
as says “What business is it of yours?” 
It all goes back to the fact that God looks 
on the heart, while we can see only the 
outward appearance. If we can remind 
ourselves of this, and remember that it 
is the heart attitude toward God that is 
important, we will go a long way in 
overcoming the habit—for it is that—of 
judging, and misjudging, one another. 

In Romans 14:4, by way of insinua- 
tion, the Apostle brings out another rea- 
son why we should not judge. We are 
not qualified to do so. A man’s master 
is the one who knows whether or not 
that man is doing what he wants him to 
do. No one else is in a position to know 
that. The Lord alone is in the position 
to know whether His children are living 
to please Him. We may think we know 
just what in each life is pleasing or dis- 
pleasing to the Lord. But aside from the 
emestion of getting rid of sin when we 
are saved, the Lord deals with different 
persons in different wows, 

If all of us had the same measure 
(speaking generally now and not par- 
ticularly of spiritual things) of what is 
important in life, our problems of ad- 
justment to those around us would not 
be nearly so great. But making money is 
of prime importance to John: money 
means nothing to Mary, but she must 
have friends; neither money nor friends 
mean much to Aloysius but he wants to 
carve out a name for himself among the

do’s? A third group come up, worrying 
neither about dress or hair-do’s, but is 
disturbed about the fact that both the 


other groups indulge in sports. And the | 


more each group thinks and talks about 
the other, the more vehement, the more 


bitter, the more caustic the comments | 


become. Each has become so intent on 
judging the other's spirituality by su- 
perficial things that the Spirit of the 


Lord has long since been pushed into | 


the background. 


Paul was dealing with the same sort 
of thing in this chapter in Romans. He 


brings out a solution that all of us | 


should put in a prominent place in our 
everyday ‘surroundings—memorizing the 
verse wouldn't be such a bad idea. If 
each of us were to concentrate on not 
placing a stumbling block in the way of 
our brother, there would not be much 
time left for any of us to take apart and 
examine critically the spirituality of 
others. 

The Apostle Paul was working with 
the problem, faced by those turning from 
Judaism to Christianity, of whether or 
not it was wrong to eat certain foods. 


We have touched here on certain other 


things by which and for which we judge 


one another. But the catalog is long-- 


almost endless. Some one says this fel- 
low is not pleasing the Lord because he 
laughs too much; another blasts back 
not too kindly that a merry heart doeth 
good like a medicine, and the Bible 
doesn't say not to laugh. Some one does 
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a favor for another, he is * ‘ doing it to 
“get in” with somebody, not because he’s 
goodhearted. Let us remember that as 
long as we can see only the outward ap- 
pearance, and not the heart, we are not 
in a place where we can judge the mo- 
tives behind the actions of those about 
us. Most of the time, if we would hold 
judgment in reserve, and instead en- 
_ deavor to understand those we are prone 


to condemn, we would be amazed to 
find that under the same circumstances 
- we might have reacted in the same man- 
ner. But when we were ready with our 
snap judgment, we didn’t know the cir- 
cumstances. 
The next time we are ready with our 
pronouncement of judgment on some 
hapless friend, let us hold our peace be-

Good Records vs. Tomorrow 

“Brother Brown, why must I keep rec- 
ords?” questioned the newly appointed 
Junior teacher. 

Pastor Brown was silent for a mo- 
ment, then a far-away look came into his 
kindly eyes. “Because of tomorrow,” he 
said simply. 

Tomorrow the acts of today will be 
fixed habits. Tomorrow the attitudes of 
today will have crystallized into char- 
acter. 

A good record system is a standard of 
faithfulness. With this standard the 
teacher may know which pupils need en- 
couragement in Bible study, in giving, in 
punctuality. He can study each pupil to 
determine why he is careless in any of 
the six points of the record system. Good 
records can help the teacher plan his 
teaching. 

For pupils of school age, record keep- 
ing lends importance to the Sunday 
school. They know that public school is 
important. As they are faced with a 
standard of conduct and faithfulneess on 
Sunday morning, they are made to real- 
ize that attendance and punctuality are 
just as important on that day as they are 
on a week day. They are impressed that 
esson study and Bible reading are not 
iust something the teacher talks about, 
but that a space in the record book is 
reserved for such study. Church attend- 
ence and giving are included in the grad- 
ing system, so the child of school age 
accepts them as worthy goals to strive 
for. “Bringing your Bible” places empha- 
sis upon God’s Word—attention is thus 
drawn to its importance. 

Faithfulness learned today will result 
in better pupils, a bigger, better Sun- 
day school, a stronger church tomorrow.

The need of an art director was ap- 


parent, for the goal was to establish a _ 


group of girls with a missionary vision 
to make the “extras” for missionaries 
both home and foreign. Miss Elsie Cros- 
by, a business woman with artistic tal- 
ents was chosen. A plea for old greeting 
cards was issued. As these began to pour 
in, Miss Crosby designed crosses, book- 


marks, novel cards, and pictures to be | 


used as awards. These were made from 


construction paper and decorated with | 


the pictures from the old cards. Miss 


Crosby, being somewhat a perfectionist | 


demanded neat and beautiful work, and 
the result was gratifying. 

The girls began to meet every Wed- 
nesday evening. A period was given to 
handwork, then the spiritual service fol- 
lowed with the girls in entire leadership. 
Soon a real spiritual revival ensued. 
Girls with unchurched parents began to 
attend. All girls were invited, but the 
qualifications for membership were high. 
A probation time was set. The girls 
must prove themselves real Christians. 
On joining they signed the following 
pledge: 

“Trusting in the Lord Jesus Christ for 
strength, I promise Him that I will 
strive to do whatever He would like to 
have me do, that I will pray and read 
the Bible every day, and that, just so 
far as I know how, I will try to lead a 
Christian life. I will be present at every 
meeting of the organization when I can, 
and will take part in every meeting.” 

After two years of concentrated effort 
on the intermediate girls, we have seen 
them triple in number. Their activities

have branched out into active service. 

Under the leadership of Mrs. Meryl 
Steinberg, a busy housewife and mother, 
a ukelele band was started. Fifteen of 
the girls now have ukeleles, and after 
an impressive dedication of the instru- 
ments, the girls began their ministry in 
song. Invitations began to come in, some 
from churches of other faiths. Nine rest 
homes have invited them, and their min- 
istry has reached into the local hospitals. 
Shut-ins, including John N. Hoover and 
A. H. Argue, pioneer Assemblies of God 
ministers have been visited. A one-time 
antagonist to the gospel, in his late eight- 
jes refused to let the girls go, calling 
them back three times to hear them sing 
and testify. 

Under the direction of Misses Olson 
and Crosby the girls gave out over 200 
baskets of wrapped candy to patients 
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during the month of December. The bas- 
kets, of Swedish pattern, were made by 
the girls bv weaving metallic paner. 

They still devote a portion of Wed- 
nesday evening to hand work, having 
sent 600 pieces of art work to Hongkong 
for use in the daily vacation Bible school 
conducted by the Harland Parks, and 
600 pieces went to India with Sister 
Bileen Edwards. A box was also sent to 
South America. The most recent proiect 
was the making of 1300 metallic bas- 
kets along with 1300 hankies to be given 
as Christmas awards to Sunday schoo! 
puvils in Indonesia. 

The girls have experienced a_ real 
spiritual revival. The first year of the 
organization all the officers of the Cheer- 
bringers received the infilling of the 
Holy Spirit. The results are threefold: 
(1) blessings to others, both in their 


singing ministry and their handwork, (2) 


spiritual edification to the girls person- 
ally and (8) uplift to local the church. 
Their spiritual revival has spread and 
the training of leadership is a big factor.

What a Change 


David Lawrence has some pertinent 
things to say in an article in a recent is- 
sue of U. S. News and World Report. 
Ten years ago we were entering World 
War II, with Japan and Germany as our 
enemies; today Japan and Germany are 
our allies, and we are rebuilding with 
our own funds the industrial economy 
of both nations that we helped to de- 
stroy. Ten years ago Communist Russia 
was our ally; today that regime is our 
enemy in all parts of the world. Ten 
years ago Italy was our enemy; today 
Italy is our ally. Ten years ago we shed 
our blood to “liberate” Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, and other European countries 
from the slavery of Nazism. Today we 
find them shackled to another master, 
even worse than the former—Communist 
Russia. Ten years ago India was part of 
the British Empire, fighting by our side. 
Today India is independent and her 
jeadership leans toward our enemy. Ten 
years ago the leadership of the free 
world was definite, bold and aggressive; 
today it is weak, vascillating and viti- 
ated. “We have become slaves of crea- 
ture comfort and materialism, drugged 
by the opiates of mistaken expediency 
and _ self-delusion.” 

Ten years has made a great change 
in the history of the world. This one fact 
stands out: the world like a mad dog is 
chasing its tail in a senseless round of 
wars and hates, and it is certainly de- 
stroying itself. The world needs desper- 
ately a strong man who is beneficent and 
just and will rule in righteousness. We 
know of only One who can qualify for 
the task, and that is the Lord Jesus 
Christ. As the darkness deepens, we look 
forward with increased eagerness to 
and for His return to take over the 
reigns of government and establish His 
kingdom on earth. The sad part is that 
man will turn to the Anti-Christ for 
icedership to meet the world-wide need 
instead of to the Christ.

Dr. Karl Menninger of Topeka, Kan- 
sas, told a recent convention in Los An- 
geles that the problem of mental sick- 
ness is looming larger and larger every 
year. Every day 1,000 persons enter 
mental institutions for treatment. Christ 
is the answer to mental problems.

Crime Reports 

A recent report from J. Edgar Hoover 
showed that in the year 1951 there 
were 1,822,160 serious offenses. This is 
an ineerase of 5.1 per cent over the 1950 
figure. Wanton killers caused the death 
ox 12,330 individuals within the bound- 
aries of the continental United States, 
while an additional 147,530 persons were 
feloniously assaulted by rapists and po- 
tential killers in crimes of rape, age¢ra- 
vated assault and robbery. Major crimes 
during 1951 averaged 5,157 each day. 
Age 23 predominated in the arrests, and 
females arrested increased 11.3 per cent. 


National Debt Increases 


Every family in California owes on 
the average of $4,490 as its share of the 
national debt. The total debt of the Fed- 


eral government reached $257,360,934,- 
000 on April 7. California’s share is ‘al- 
most $22,000,000,000—about 50: per ‘cent 
more then the $14,700,000,000 total value 
of the taxable property in the State for 
1951-52. And y-t the new Federal bud- 
get presented to Congress calls for an 
expenditure of $85,400,000,000, an addi- 
tion of $14,400,000,000 to our present na- 
tional debt. California’s share of that 
increase of national debt will be $1,290,- 
000,000, which is about the same 2s our 


total budget for the State of California — 


adopted by the legislature early this 
spring.
